68,000 NAMES 


OTTAWA, Canada.—iIn the heart | 
of the Peace Tower which arises over 
the entrance to the Canadian Parlia- 
ment Buildings .is a beautiful Me- 
morial Chamber where. centre the 
nation’s memories of her sacrifices 
in the Great War. In the Chamber 
is a splendid altar, and on the altar

hold a Book f Remembrance on 
which will be inscribed the names of 
Canada's war dead, and the Govern- 
ment now has authorized preparation 
of this book. The task ‘will occupy st 


‘}least two years, it is estimated. - 


About 68,000 names will be in- 
acribed in the book, written by hand 
on fine calfskin vellum and. bound in 
full purple levant Morocco leather on 
oak boards clasped in gold and hav- 
ing gold mountings. The book will 
weigh about 125 pounds, wil) measure 
22 by 20 inches, and will contain 450 
leaves or 900 pages. 

The book will contain the names of 
all members of the Canadian forces, 
and all Camadians in other Empire 
armies, who lost their lives from war 
causes between August 4, 1914, and 
April 30, 1922, Each entry will con- 
sist of surname, Christian wame, rank 
decorations, unit and the arrange- 
ment will be alphabetical by years 
of death. There is to be a page with- 
out names dedicated to Canadians 
who have died, or may die, from war 
causes subsequent to April 30, 1922, 
and another dedicated to Canadians 
who died while serving with allied 
armies.

“Such questions as what think ye 
of ministers in general, or of me in 
particular, or what think ye of 
churches in peneral, or of the Bap- 
tist church in particular? or what 
think ye of Christianity, even, im- 
portant as they are do not seem to 
me at this moment to be nearly as 
important as, what think ye of 
Christ,” he said. 

“There is no work in all the world 

as important’ as preaching Chris. 
The diffusion of knowledge, the won- 
derful triumphs of the press, the 
great achievements of invention, and 
the marvels of modern civilization, 
great as they are, cannot, at all be 
compared in importance to that of 
introducing Christ to men and of in- 
@ucing men to come to Christ, 
“Our main business is to so pre- 
sent Christ to mem that they will 
admit Him to their hearts, submit 
their wills to His will, and transmit 
His message and blessing to othe-s. 
Happy if with our latest breath we 
may but gasp His name; preach Him 
to all and cry in death, ‘Behold, be- 
hold the lamb’

Hansard reports give the evidence 
in ‘which, in reply to a question, the 
minister of finance gave assurance 
that this matter would be dealt with 
by order-in-council pending the bring 
ing down of the budget. When the 
budget’ came down the minister of 
finance is reported by Hansard to 
have said in his budget speech. “With 
one exception no tariff amendments 
are therefore proposed, The exception 
relates to repair. parte for farm im- 
plements, for which the special rate 
will be 
further extended to March 31, 1933.” 

But on May 25, the department vu. 
national revenue issued a memoran- 
dum in which it was stated that the 
lower tariff would apply only to 
parts made by the maker of the ma- 
chine for which intended, and this 
became effective immediately. 

In brief this interpretation of the 
promise made by the minister of fin- 
ance clagses all repair parts made by 
other than the maker of the machine 
as “pirate” parts, not entitled to the 
lower duty, Just how the ruling will 
affect Western Canada can be under- 
stood when it is stated that the 
greater part of farm implement re- 
pair parts sold in the west are made 
by independent manufacturers, ‘their 
business with western farmers run- 
ning into several hundred thousand 
dollars yearly. 

Add to this the further fact tha: 
repair parts sold by the machine 
manufacturers are generally much 
more expensive than those supplied 
by the independents, while at the 
same time seldom of better quality, 
and it will be seen that from 
the increased duty, the repgir bills 
of western farmers will greatly 
increased through their being forced 
to buy the more expensive parts,
